Merbert Hoover will “father" Ameri­ 
can agriculture. 
“He will offer the most constructive 
plan of farm relief ever given to the 
American people." 
Governor John 
Hammill of Iowa declared today after 
a conference with the Republican 
nominee. 
Hamill endorsed Hoover and pre­ 
dicted he would carry Iowa by 200,- 
000 and the whole agriculture belt by 
normal Republican majorities. 
“Mr. Hoover will have a definite 
specific agricultural program," said 
Hamill. “He regards it both as a 
moral and a positive obligation of the 
party and himself. 
He recognizer 
that there is an agricultural problem 
and that it must be solved and that 
it can be solved by proper principles. 
The farmers in America can have 
faith in Herbert Hoover and in his 
farm program. He will offer them a 
definite plan the most constructive 
ever offered to American people." 
The Hoover plan will exclude the 
equllizatlon fee principle which was 
the heart of the controversial Mc- 
Nary-Haughen bill. The fee, Hamill, 
said has been “abandoned."

MEXICO HIDING 
REAL SITUATION

Advices to the Mexican embassy 
and to the state department report­ 
ed popular feeling 
running 
high 
throughout the country against the

The tenor of the private ad­ 
vices reaching here today, however, 
is confirmed by the clamping down 
of a vigorous censorship in Mexico 
City last night. 
Ambassador Morrow is understood 
to have given Secretary of State Kel- 
log a true picture of the situation

Kellogg is bound by diplomatic usage 
to make public no details of the af­ 
termath not released by the Mexican 
censorship. 
Obregon’s assassins are reported in 
one private telegram to have been a 
revolutionary group still resentful of 
the firing squad methods adopted by 
Obregon personally last October to put 
down the menacing 
mutiny 
of a 
strong military cabal which openly 
attempted to seize the government 
by winning the army from Obregon 
domination. 
When this abortive uprising had 
been crushed by Obregon carefully 
scrutinized the personnel of his high­ 
er commands and several important 
shifts of garrison commanders were 
believed to have destroyed the last 
remnants 
of 
the 
revolutionary 
group. Today’s advices however es­ 
tablished that the ugly head of disaf­ 
fection within the army is again vis­ 
ible in the intense furore at Mexico 
City. 
Whatever may be the immediate 
results in Mexican politics there is a 
preponderance of opinion in inform­ 
ed circles here that Obregon’s pass­ 
ing signalizes the end—or at least the 
beginning of the end—of the Obregon- 
Calles domination of government.

conference In his private car. Ham­ 
mill, a farm leader, not only en­ 
dorsed Hoover’s agricultural views, 
but declared the corn and wheat belts 
would yield him the usual Republican 
presidential year majorities at the 
fall election. 
Hoover gave serious consideration 
to the farm problem as his train 
roared past fields of wheat and com. 
He was met by Hamill at Missouri 
Valley, la., and the governor rode 
with him to Omaha. The Iowan’s at­ 
titude greatly cheered Hoover, as 
Hammill headed the committee of 22 
from the com belt states which 
called on Congress last spring for 
agricultural relief. 
Meets Farm Leaders 
TLe nominee planned to meet other 
farm leaders at Omaha. 
Governor 
Adam McMullen of Nebraska, who 
led the farm assault upon the Re­ 
publican convention at Kansas City, 
will board the train at Frempt, Neb. 
It was rumored aboard the train 
that McMullen would endorse Hoover, 
following this conference. 
Another report that cheered Hoov­ 
er came from Arthur Nelson, the reg­ 
ular Republican candidate for sena­ 
tor in Minnesota, who seeks Sena­ 
tor Henrik Ships te ad’s farmer-labor- 
ite seat in the Senate. 
Nelson de­ 
clared Minnesota will go Republican 
as usual in November and that Min­ 
nesota’s farm leaders were friendly 
to the Republican nominee. 
Assured Support 
These reports gave Hoover a 1,000 
batting average for the trip. 
Since 
leaving Washington he has been told 
he would carry Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minne­ 
sota and Iowa. 
He received no re­ 
ports about the situation in Mary­ 
land, the only other state traversed. 
Hoover came into the agricultural 
belt after a 1,000-mile detour to visit 
President Coolidge at the summer 
White House in Wisconsin. 
The 
nominee obviously was pleased with 
his visit to the President and left 
Wisconsin with a personal assurance 
that the chief executive would help 
him in the coining campaign. It was 
reported that № . Coolidge would 
make two or more speeches in behalf 
of Hoover as his principal contribu­ 
tion to the campaign.

Ambassador Dwight W. Morrow, of 
the United States, was deeply shocked 
by the assassination. With his ex­ 
pressions of sorrow he also conveyed 
to President Calles a message of con­ 
dolence from Secretary of State Kel­ 
logg. 
To make doubly certain that all 
efforts would be turned to finding 
those believed to be behind slaying of 
Obregon, President Calles superceded 
the Important officials of the Mexico 
City police force with friends of the 
slain leader. 
Suspicion is fastened on a man said 
to be a high official of the govern­ 
ment who once vowed he would kill 
Obregon on sight, it was learned from 
sources dose to the police. 
Had Charmed Life 
Just a few hours before his death, 
General Obregan received American 
and other foreign correspondents. He 
was in high spirits at the time and 
his old jovial and witty self. How­ 
ever, he had no statements to make 
except to say that he expected to be 
pretty busy for the next few days, af­ 
ter which he would have something 
for them. 
During the past year there have 
been innumerable threats here and in 
other parts of the country which pre­ 
dicted that Obregon would never live 
to occupy the presidential chair again. 
Last October, while driving through 
Cahpultepec park, several shots were 
fired at him and a bomb was thrown 
at his car. He escaped miraculously 
and since then Obregon had borne the 
reputation of bearing a charmed life. 
The body of the late president-elect 
will lie in state in the National palace 
under military guard. 
Burial will 
probably take place in his native state 
of Sonora. 


Soldier, politician and opportunist, 
General Obregon was one of Mexico’s 
most striking and forceful figures, his 
personality won him many friends on 
both sides of the Rio Grande and his 
colorful figure attracted admiration 
touched with sympathy. 
He had but one arm. His right arm 
was shattered in-one of the early bat­ 
tles of the Madero uprising. A sur­ 
geon removed the remnants on the 
battlefield and the wound’s incom­ 
plete healing troubled him much in 
later years. 
As president from 1920 to 1924, he 
achieved American recognition for 
his government and won the respect 
of European nations by the forceful- 
ness of his administration. 
He took the helm following the as­ 
sassination of President Carranza 
whom he served as military head of 
all the Mexican forces. He succeed­ 
ed in the difficult job of putting a 
divided country on an orderly basis.

admittedly is cutting its forest growth faster than it is rePla^ K ‘ • 
The people of the United States have the unenviable reputation о 
being the greatest wasters of wood in the world. 
Several European countries whose civilizations date back cen­ 
turies beyond ours, have learned the trick of producing the tim­ 
ber they need, exporting a good deal and still maintaining in per 
petuity their natural forest resources. 
The United States, thoug i 
faced with the inevitable disappearance of its forests, continues to 
waste timber as if the supplies were inexhaustible, just as China 


did.

The national committee of wood utilization is made up о 
representatives of many branches of industry interested in econom­ 
ical utilization of wood. 
They have a fruitful field for study. 
In this country wood continually is wasted in nearly every in­ 
dustry in which it is used. 
Millions of feet go for containers to be 
used but once. 
Cars are lined with new lumber most of which is 
wasted as soon as the shipment reaches destination. Elaborate tem­ 
porary structures precede building operations and are torn down 
and largely wasted when work is completed. 
Much of this waste appears necessary in this country, but 
methods evolved in Europe have eliminated it. 
No European con­ 
tractor builds scaffolds out of new material. 
English builders have 
poles and planks for scaffolding which they preserve with zealous 
care from generation to generation. 
"And on an English build­ 
ing job' there is hardly enough waste material at completion to 
m ake a respectable bonfire. 
A little more care in these matters in 
the United States would delay the day when prices make the use of 


wood impracticable. 


BRINGING LIQUOR INTO THE HOME 
i 


L SMITH’S campaign manager is seeking views. 
Mr. Raskob 
has sent letters to various Democratic committeemen asking 
their reaction to the following proposition: 
My feeling is that a scheme for the control of the manufacture, 
gale, transportation and consumption of intoxicating liquor, under 
which is may be had for home consumption, and prevent the return 
of the saloon, which was the medium through which the use of 
liquor was abused, in such communities as vote therefor under a 
local option law, would be welcomed by all. 
v 
No doubt it would be by a great many. 
But how is Mr. 
Raskob to bring it about? 
How is Mr. Smith to bring it about? 
How, for that matter, could the congress of the United States 
bring it about? 
By a “modification” of the Volstead act. 
Ab­ 
surd. 
It simply can’t be done, at least until the legislatures of 
thirty-six out of forty-eight states repeal or “modify 
the Eigh­ 
teenth Amendment itself. 
The Eighteenth Amendment reads as follows: 
After one year from the ratification of this article, the manufac- 
ture, sale or transportation of intoxicating liquors within, the im- 
portaticgi thereof into, or the exportation thereof from the United 
States and all territory subject to the Jurisdiction thereof for bev­ 
erage purposes is hereby prohibited. 
That is the fundamental law of the land. 
No enactment of 
congress may nullify it. 
Should congress by any action whatever 
attempt to do so, its legislation would of necessity be declared un­ 
constitutional by the supreme court. 
When Governor Smith—rfor political purposes— holds forth 
a hope of a “sane, sensible solution,” he can not possibly be sin­ 
cere. 
He is merely appealing to ignorance. 
He is looking to the 
wets of the eastern cities for support and pinning his faith upon 
a following which is misinformed and which is possessed of the 
notion that by some congressional method intoxicating drinks can 
be legally restored. 
They can not be. 
That bubble, we think, 
will be pretty well pricked before this campaign is over. 
In the state of Washington Senator Dili, Democrat, and one 
of the Smith campaign workers, is seeking re-election on a platform 
which repudiates the Smith idea. In Wyoming Nellie Tayloe Ross, 
former Democratic governor and present vice chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, refuses to accept prohibition as 
an issue. 
In the South the Smith campaigners will take the same 
ground as the Wyoming woman. 
They will argue that only the 
people themselves can change the fundamental law, which is a 
fact. 
Even were congress able to put a kick into beverages, which 
it is not, nothing could be accomplished under Smith for the reason 
that both the West and the South and much of the North will send 
to Washington delegations solidly opposed either to the amend­ 
ment of the constitution or of the Volsted Act. 
The introduction 
of the question into the presidential 
campaign, 
therefore, 
is 
a 
movem ent of pure deception and intended, as already said, to mis­ 
lead the ignorant voter. 
We do not believe that the country is ready to. take chances 
under the uncertainties of a Democratic administration for the mere 
aake of clinging to an impossibility.— Philadelphia Inquirer.

fever. 
The decline each year 
in 
infant 
mortality is about 2.85 per cent above 
the preceding year. The reduction of 
deaths of infants and in early child- ! 
hood is accredited to the fact that 
there is less bovine infection. 
Each year all milk cattle through­ 
out the state are tested for tubercu­ 
losis by a state tester. 
There are 
few cattle In the state today that are 
n o t 
tuberculin 
tested 
accredited. 
Practically every city requires that 
cattle be tuberculin tested and that 
conditions in the cattle environment 
be as sanitary as the handling of the 
milk. 
8ince this has come to be, the rate 
of infant mortality has gone down to 
a greatly noticeable extent. 
It 
is 
thought that m any deaths caused by 
“other form s” were due to the bovine 
infection. 
The other actor in saving the lives 
of children is, of course, research and 
experiment. 
Every year doctors are 
finding out more about what should 
be fed to children to rear them 
properly and the result has been a 
lower m ortality rate.

A good crop of honey is gathered 
only by a force of bees actively at 
work during the entire honey sea­ 
son, states County Agent, H. R. Mc-

Another super structure should be 
added when the bees have 
started 
work in their outer frames of the last 
one added. 
It is well to look at the 
supers every few days as bees gather 
large quantities of nector during the 
season to be stored as honey. 
It is possible to Inspect the supers 
without disorganizing the bees. 
For 
instance, the super can be lifted quiet­ 
ly until the amount of work done in 
the last one added is determined. 
Then the super can be replaced care­ 
fully. 
W hen the colony is disturbed 
to any degree, a day and a half may 
ensue before they start to work again.

Soviets See Russia 
Supplying Oil To U. S. 
In Another 5 Years 


(International Neva Service! 
MOSCOW, July 18.—Soviet Russia 
will be supplying oil to the United 
States in five years and virtually force 
America to help in the reconstruction 
of Russia in order to keep a favorable 
balance of trade, said Professor Strie- 
jev, noted Soviet geologist. 
At the present rate of wasteful ex­ 
ploitation of the petroleum resources, 
he asserted, the United States will be 
without oil in five years. This catas­ 
trophe will be the direct result of 
frenzied competition among oil com­ 
panies, and the lack of any system of 
drilling wells with a view towards con­ 
serving the supply. 
Prof. Striejev said he was not un­ 
duly impressed by what he had heard 
was the marvelous technical develop­ 
ment of the American oil industry. 
' Only one principle governs the in­ 
dustry,” he said, “and that is getting 
the maximum production in the min­ 


imum of time. Russia can learn a lot 
from America, but America can also 
learn from us.” 
Yet the Soviets are making one 
blunder after another in the construc­ 
tion of a 300-mile pipeline from Baku 
to Batum. the oil shipping port on the 
Black sea, despite the assistance of 
foreign engineers. 
The International 
Oxygen company of Newark, N. J., 
through its Russian concession, “Ra- 
gas,” is welding the pipes. Engineers 
specified Diesel pumps, but the Soviets 
instead of purchasing them abroad 
placed the order with the Soviet m a­ 
rine engine works at Leningrad four 
months ago.

“I financed the first festival my­ 
self,” Madame Sikelianos said, ‘‘and 
the results were so far-reaching that 
we must make the festivals a per­ 
manent institution.” 
She showed several articles clip­ 
ped from French newspapers, com­ 
menting on the closer bond of friend­ 
ship existing between France and the 
Balkan states as the result of many 
of the intellectual leaders of France 
having attended the Delphian Festi­ 
val. 
‘‘What we in the Balkan states need 
from your country is not money to 
feed the babies,” she declared, “but a 
medium through which other coun­ 
tries can be acquainted with the 
handicraft of the peasants so they 
can earn their livings.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—Snooping 
is getting to be one p i the leading di­ 
versions of the American public. 
And snoopers are most active in 
telling the prohibition office about 
“friends” and neighbors who are keep­ 
ing something on tap for a party or 
to ward off a cold. 
Prohibition Commissioner James M. 
Doran disclosed today that thousands 
of anonymous messages and telephone I 
calls are received by the federal dry I 
service, throughout the country, con­ 
taining tips on violations of the Vol­ 
stead act. 
A large percentage of the dry raids 
made in the country both by federal 
and local agents are the results of 
anonymous messages of the snooping 
element. 
Officials admitted that in 
some cases the informers probably are 
conscientious citizens striving to as­ 
sist in breaking up the liquor traffic, 
but in a majority of instances thry 
undoubtedly are mere busybodies. 
There are about 200 informers ac­ 
tually paid by the federal prohibition 
bureau, receiving $7 a day. 
The in­ 
formers work an average of two weeks 
and then drop their Jobs or are re­ 
placed. 
Informers are required to 
“deliver” if they get federal pay. 
Snooping—under the polite name of

came in for some discussion at the 
national conference of dry adminis­ 
trators today and in general was con­ 
demned. 
No official was willing to take the 
responsibility of appealing to the pub­ 
lic to call the police or a federal dry 
officer every time a small violation 
of the liquor law was discovered.

Makes Big Profits 
In Soviet Concession 


( I n t e r n a t i o n a l N e w - F e r v te e ) 
MOSCOW, July 18.—A net profit of 
120 per cent in one year on a capital 
investm ent of $500,000 is the pheno­ 
menal record of the application of 
American business ingenuity in Soviet 
Russia. It was made by the A. H am ­ 
mer pencil and pen concession, ac­ 
cording to the balance sheet for the 
fiscal year ending October 1, 1927 as 


audited and approved by the finance 
ministry. 
The concession, a mixed corpora­ 
tion in which the Soviets supplied 
half the book capital of 2.000.000 
rubles <$1.000,000) earned a net pro­ 
fit of 2,500.000 rubles for the year. 
After an equal division of the profits 
and deduction of a 7 per cent cor­ 
poration tax. Hammer earned a net 
of $600,000 gold which can be shipped 
out of the country. 
About 25 per 
cent of the production was exported 
to England. 
In the first six m onths of this year 
the output of the company doubled, 
but profits increased only 50 per cent 
because prices were slashed to meet 
competition from an inferior line of 
pencils m anufactured by the state 
stationery trust. 
The Hamm er concession was or­ 
ganized in April 1926. 
It is one of 
the few profitable foreign concessions.

earnings,

the almost unbelievable ratio of does 
to bucks, which has been conserva­ 
tively estimated at about 25 to 1,” 
the commission said. 
“With such an unbalanced condi­ 
tion of the herd, it is only natural to 
assume that many does were not 
mated until too late for their off­ 
spring to develop sufficiently to care 
for themselves over the winter, or if 
they did manage to survive the cold 
season, their poor physical condition 
made them weaklings. 
“Such a condition if permitted to 
exist would eventually exterminate 
the herd. Nature never intended that 
the males of a species should be killed 
season after season for over a period 
of many years without an effort to 
affect a decrease in does. 
“Deer are subject to certain dis­ 
eases of domestic cattle and if deer 
are permitted to overflow from the 
| wooded areas to agricultural lands, 
| they sooner or later will contract 
j some form of disease which 
will 
spread to the herd as a whole, with­ 
out any practical methods of con­ 
trol. 
In consequence, the herd of 
deer within the state must be lim­ 
ited to the carrying capacity of the 
forest areas, dependent on the supply 
of natural food, and must not be per­ 
mitted to infest agricultural areas.“ 


HARRISBURG, Pa., July 18.—An 
open season on doe deer, with a 
closed season on bucks, ordered for 
this fall by the state game commis­ 
sion, is the only means of preventing 
extermination of deer as game ani­ 
mals in Pennsylvania, the commis­ 
sion stated today, answering protests 
by sportsmen's organizations which 
oppose shooting female deer. 
Preponderance of does has weak­ 
ened the strain of deer to the point 
where they have been unable to sur­ 
vive after prolonged periods of food 
shortage, the statement said. 
Sev­ 
eral hundred dead deer, including a 
large number of last year’s fawns, 
have been found in the woods.

That the automobile has created 
some grave problems for the present 
social organization Is evidenced by 
the fact that during 1927 the auto­ 
mobile was responsible for the death 
of 27,000 people in the United States 
and for the injury of 750,000. 
The 
New Castle Motor Club, which is a 
branch of the Pennsylvania Motor 
Federation, with 99 clubs, and of the 
American Automobile Associati o n , 
with 1,057 clubs, plans to contribute 
to the lessening of this toll of the 
automobile by using the program in 
this community which is being used 
by the other associations. 
The first contribution which the 
American Automobile Association has 
made toward the solution of this 
problem was the assistance which it 
rendered in the compilation and 
adoption of the Hoover code. 
This 
code is intended to reduce the con­ 
fusion among motorists by making all 
automobile 
signal systems, 
traffic 
regulations and legal requirements 
of drivers uniform. 
This code has 
been adopted by 18 states and in part 
by 22 others. 
It is hoped that this 
will make a distinct contribution to 
this end. 
The American Automobile Associa­ 
tion, however, considers that its ef­ 
forts in the field of education Is pos­ 
sibly of more importance than the 
former. 
U n l e s s the motorist is 
“safety minded" there is no safety, as 
without a disposition to obey the law 
the law is of no effect. This educa­ 
tion is being accomplished in two 
ways at the present time. 
The automobile clubs of the country 
are organizing schoolboy p a t r o l s 
which are trained by the local traffic 
officers and are placed on duty in 
the morning and evening and at re­ 
cess time at the school buildings to 
direct traffic in and around school 
buildings. This not only gives train­ 
ing to those children who are ap­ 
pointed to duty, but trains the chil­ 
dren being directed, as well. 
Special lessons have been prepared 
suitable for each grade in school and 
these have already been adopted as 
a part of the regular curriculum of 
many schools, and it is hoped to have 
I his universally adopted. 
In addition to these efforts many of 
the clubs conduct special safety cam­ 
paigns among the school children, 
making a countrywide effort. 
In 
Blair county, where this campaign 
was used, the director of safety in 
the city of Altoona reports that in ' 
the six months previous to this cam­ 
paign nine school children were killed 
in that county and that in the 17 
months since that campaign not a 
single school child has been killed. 
This is only another advantage 
that this community can expect by 
the extended activities of the New;< 
Castle Motor Club.

They even 
state outright that only human be­ 
ings in the flesh could have given 
them the black eyes they are now 
sporting as a result of their attempt. 
Locally famous for six years, the 
“medium of Mantes” had attracted 
the attention of many scientists and 
newspaper reporters. It was supposed 
to be Madeleine, daughter of M. and 
Mine. Alexandre. Madeleine died In

on the spirit face. Lo and Behold, the 
spirit of Madeleine was none other 
than M. Blaise, handy man and gard­ 
ener for the Alexandres! 
Shorn of 


his white robes, he was nothing but 
a plain gardener, dungarees, old fa­ 
shioned suspenders and all. 
If ever there was a fraud, this was 
one. 
But the faithful followers of 
Madeleine could not believe their 
eyes. Their wrath turned toward the 
newspapermen, who were jumped up­ 
on and severely beaten up. 
The 
scribes were lucky to escape without 
any broken bones. 
“It’s a lie," Mrs. Alexandre told the 
judge when the matter came up in 
police court. 
“But what about the 
black eyes these men show in sup­ 
port of their story?” countered the 
judge. 
“Oh, those were given to them by 
the Spirits, angered by their intru­ 
sion and ungentlemanly behavior." 
It is announced that the “medium 
of Mantes” will not again appear in 
its home town, at least not for the 
time being.

Find Statues And 
Sphinxes In Tomb 
Of Thotmes’ Queen 


(International News Servlee> 
CAIRO, July 18. — Statues a n d 
sphinxes in granite and limestone 
which Queen Hatshep-sut, wife of 
Thotmes II, had placed in her tem-* 
pie destroyed and buried in the reign 
of her successor, Thotmes III, have 
been discovered in a quarry of the 
XIII dynasty at a depth of from 15 
to 20 meters below the recent sur­ 
face unearthed by the expedition of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art of 
New York. 
All the sculpture had been broken 
up, often into very small pieces. Up 
to the present it has only been pos­ 
sible to reconstruct two statues into 
approximately t h e i r original state. 
These are a pair of red granite stand­ 
ing statues about 245 centimeters 
high. 
Nothing except chips of stone and 
debris was found in the granite sar­ 
cophagus chamber of the great royal 
tomb of the third dynasty at S&kkara, 
thought to be that of Zoser, which 
has recently been excavated by the 
Egyptian department of antiquities. 
It is believed that this debris was 
placed in the tomb between the sixth 
and 12th dynasties by a robber who 
had tunnelled through the filling of 
the shaft, breaking up the granite 
[dug closing the circular aperture 
in the roof of the sarcophagus cham­ 
ber. 
Owing to the cautious method of 
excavations, the whole structure of 
this tomb has been preserved Intact.

the science and technique of begging 
given by the beggars’ union of Mos­ 
cow has produced such excellent re­ 
sults that nearly all the members of 
the union flatly 
refuse 
to give up 
their profession for jobs even when 
work is available. Their average In­ 
come is from three to five rubles a 
day—much better pay than any un­ 
skilled Job they might be offered. 
There are 
approximately 
8,000 
beggars in the city of which 61.3 
per cent are professional and the re­ 
mainder forced into it by loss of Jobs 
or property. 
Number Increases. 
The numer is constantly increas­ 
ed by peasants who come into the 
city looking for work only to find 
that the labor market is oversupplied 
and there are no jobs. 
The union however doesn’t bother, 
with these casuals who would desert 
Its ranks as soon as honest work of- | 
fered. 
It is composed 
of profes-1 
sionals of all* ages and degrees of 
proficiency. They divide the city in- j 
to districts and each has his beat 
which he guards Jealously against the 
infringement of outsiders. The presi­ 
dent and officers of the union are 
paid a percentage of the members’ in­ 
comes and the task is to raise the 
standard of the profession and per­ 
fect it against amateurs. 
Beggars Study Languages. 
Special attention is given by the 
union to the 
instruction 
of blind 
beggars, children and cripples. They 
are taught to sing sob songs, to play 
a few tunes on a dilapidated instru­ 
ment and to make the most of phy­ 
sical deformities. ‘What the properly 
dressed beggar will wear" 
is given 
serous study. 
Even foreign languages are includ­ 
ed in the curriculum so that child­ 
ren who beg In front of hotels and 
thatres and easily spot the foreigners j 
can say “Mister please give money."

The weather for the past five days 
hgs been rainy, but has not seriously 
lnterferred with the work of the com­ 
pany. 
On Saturday, the 9th, Sergeant 
Reed assumed his duties as second 
lieutenant. Everyone is looking for­ 
ward to being in New Castle Satur­ 
day morning and being home by Sat­ 
urday afternoon.

The 
better seats still sell for from $4 to 
$6, although it was the plea of the 
producers who succeeded in getting 
the tax removed, that the speaking 
stage was being destroyed because of 
the high prices it had to charge In 
competition 
with 
the 
low-priced 
movies and the free radio programs. 
But knowing the patient New York­ 
ers and visitors long ago learned that 
it wasn’t necessary to deal with in­ 
different box-office men and ruthless 
ticket speculators in order to see the 
"hits”. 
Sooner or later tickets for 
virtually every Broadway attraction 
get into the cut-rate ticket agency 
operated by Joe Leblang, in the base­ 
ment of the drug store at Forty-thhd 
and Broadway. 
Frequently Leblang, 
who made himself a millionaire out 
of cut-rate tickets, sells for $2 ad­ 
missions to shows which cost, for sub­ 
stantially the same location, $4.40 at 
the box office, and $5.15 or more at 
other ticket agencies. And on torrid 
nights such as New York has been 
having of late, tickets for the best 
shows may be obtained for as littJe 
as $1.
